TOKYO, Japan—yp)_The Japanesa 


government Thursday proposed to So- 
VIe* Rl^sia ** cessation of hostilities 
on the Siberian-Manchoukuoan border 
and terms for settlement of their dis- 
pute. 


The terms were not announced, but 


were understood to include: 


1. Japan's withdrawal from the ter- 


•itory around Changkufeng hill, near 
the junction point of the Siberian, 
Manchoukuoan and Korean frontiers, 
where fighting has been going on spo- 
vadically since Sunday. 


2. Russia not to undertake to re- 
occupy the area. 


3. A neutral zone to exist pending 


demarcation of the frontier by a com- 
mission. 


Russia Girds for War 


MOSCOW, Russia -(/P)-Russian of- 


ficials said Wednesday that the Soviet • 
armys operations, in clashes with 
Japanese on Manchoukuoan border 
were purely defensive, but the public 
is> being prepared for the possibility 
of a great emergency. There were in- 
dications that Russia -wished to reach 
a peaceful settlement even though a 
government statement warned of pos- 
sible serious consequences""if Japi 
anese "provocations" continue 


Moscow residents calmly went about 


theu- workday tasks as usual and the 
city showed no outward appearance 
of the crisis. However, newspapers 
wihch for days had printed only th" 
briefest notices of the Japanese-Rus- 
sian fighting near the junction of Ko- 
rea, Siberia and Manchoukuo were 
crowded with reports of patroitic mass 
meetings, resolutions and letters to 
Uie editors from groups and individ- 
uals promising loyalty to death in de- 
dense of the Soviet frontiers. 


For the first time newspapers pub- 


lished deatil maps of the disputed 
area. Both Pravda, Communist party 
newspaper and Izvestia, govreninent 
organ^ carried photostatic copies of 
the Russian-Chinese treaty maps of 
June 26, 1866, showing the disputed 
area as a part of Russian territory.

Scorched Land To 


Be Cattle Range 


Dust Bowl Being Turned 


Into Green Pastures 


by Soil Experts 


BY ROBERT E. GE1GGR

BIUGGSDALE, Colo!—Cowboys arc 


riding agnin over the scorched wheat 
lands here. 
Aand with n little more 


rain and a little more time, federal' 
soil experts say, northeastern Colo- 
rado's dust bowl may be converted 
into n grass-covered cattle domain— 
as in the old days. 


Already the fences and the houses 


of dust-discouraged dry land farmers 
have been uprooted from more than 
a quarter million acres. A barbed wire 
fence hems in the area, and the wheat 
fields have gone to weeds. 


Eventually the government hopes 


to turn more than a million of the 
region's unirrigated acres into a pas- 
ture so gigantic that it will bring 
back the old-fashioned round-ups. 


Before the droughts of recent years 


began to wither crops and bring dust 
storms, 150 families were trying to 
make a living on the quartcr'-million 
acres, mainly by raising an occasional 
bumper wheat or bean. crop. 


In Livestock Business 


When disaster struck, the govern- 


ment offered to resettle some of the 
farms. 
About 100 families sold to 


Thursday, August 4, 1938 


the government. 
Says A, E. Hyde, 


project manager: 


"The government Is helping those 


families that remain to acquire about 
2,500 acres each. 
This will permit 


them to go Into the livestock business 
the purpose for which this land Is 
best suited." 


In addition to the deeded land, each 


family is offered grazing leases In the 
100,000 acre pasture- which the govern- 
ment has created. 


Rny Castan, typiclal of the farm- 


era near here, tells this story: 


"We came out in 1905 and you never 


saw such country. 
Grass was belly- 


deep on the cattle. 
We wanted to be 


ranchers, not farmers. 


"But 
the country settled up right 


quick after we came. 
First thing 


we knew, fanners were busting the 
sod and making big money out of 
beans and wheat. 
So we tried it." 


Crops Got Smaller 


During those first few years, Castcn 


recalls, there were good crops. 
Then 


the crops became smaller. 
When the 


drought came along the country start- 
ed to "plow away." 


"We never should have tried fann- 


ing." he concludes. 
"We lost money 


ill it and managed to keep alive off the 
livestock profits." 


Because of the drought, the native 


grass hasn't rescedcd itself since 1931. 
"It may take 50 years to gel it back 
like it was in 1900" says Project Man- 
ager Hyde. 
"Meanwhile, 
we 
nre 


planting a hardy grass of different 
type." 


Less than half of the 250,000 acres 


was planted to crops during the "dry 
land" era, Hyde estimates. 
The re- 


mainder was in native grass that had 


been badly overgrazed. 


"The government's 
only 
concern,"

The Common School Apportionment reached the highest figure in 
the state's history during the fiscal year of 1937-38.

Trees have been 
placed on 13,000 farms, in strips 115 feet 
wide. The total length of these strips 
is 7,000 miles—in a north-south zone 
100 miles wide. 


And now the government has an- 


nounced it plans to plant trees this 
year in 6,000 more miles of strips. 


Trees—But No Forest

FAIR ELECTIONS 
SECRET BALLOT 


Since the law providing for duplicate ballots was 


Pf.is.sod. there has been some confusion with respect to 
tin; disposition of the original and duplicate ballot 
after the voter has marked his ticket and signed the 
duplicate ballot; and in many instances the Judges, 
without any intention to try to.see how the voters vot- 
ed, take charge of the original and duplicate ballots 
before the same have been folded, thereby doing away 
'with the secret ballot. In many-instances, the voters not 
being familiar with the law, think that the ballot should 
be handled in this manner. 


. The law provides for. a secret ballot. When the vo- 


ter hits marked his ballot he should sign the duplicate 
and fold it, then deliver it to one of the Judges; like- 
wise with the original ballot. Only in this Way can the 
secret ballot be preserved.

taxes for the year next before the election; and 
if anyone offers to vote whose name does not 
nppeaer on said li::l, there are three methods, 
anil only three, by which such voter may qualify 
himself to vote, which are as follows:

In any event, the poll tax, or certified copy 


(hereof, or affidavit as to attaining legal age, 
must be filed wilh the judges and clerks and 
placed in a separate envelope in the box'with 
the original ballots. This is notessary in order 
that, in the event of a contest, the evidence upon 
which the judges acted in permitting such 
person to vole, be available with ihe returns 
of the election. 


An affidavit of having paid u poll tax does 


not entitle one to vole. There, is no way pro- 
vided for the casting of a vote if the' voter 
cannot comply with the requirements of the 
law. 
as hcreinbefure pointed out. 


Section -17-45, Pope's Digest provides that: 


"All such original and certified copies ~

VIOLATION OF ELECTION LAWS 


.'.'Pope's Digest— 


"Sec. 4749:—PENALTY FOR VIOLATIONS. 
All violations' of this apt shall be misde ! 
meanors 'and shall be punished by fine of 
not less than one hundred' dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars, 'and by imprison 
ment in the county jail for not less than 
thirty days nor more than twelve months. 
The following-snail be deemed misdemeanors 
for violation of. this acl, •ttv-wit:

The destruction, abstraction or taking 
away of ballots, list of voters, returns or 
certificates, or the making of false cer- 
tificates. 
The failure of the judges and clerks to 
make or deliver the lists and certificates 
herein required of them. 
The wilful tearing down or destruction 
of the summary of votes posted at the 
election precinct by the judges and clerks, 


(i) Giving or receiving money or anything 


of value to influence a vote. 


ijl The wilful violation of any other pro- 


vision of this act." 


'Sec. 4750.—CASTING UNLAWFUL BALLOT- 


PENALTY. In the event that any person or 
persons shall cast a ballot jn any legalized 
Primary Election held in this State when such 
person is not a qualified flctor at the time of 
casting said ballot or is not qualified to vote 
in the particular precinct in which said ballot 
is cast, the said person so casting said ballot 
shall be fined in any sum of, not less than • 
S50.00 nor more $200.00, and it is hereby made 
the duty of the Prosecuting Attorneys in this 
State, when advised of any such violation, 
to .take all necessary steps to prosecute any 
such person, and if the'.said Prosecuting At-' 
torjiey £hall' neglect, fail or refuse to pros- 
ecute such illegal voters, the said Prosecuting 
Attorney shall be subject to removal from 
his office.'
